senator Quay on charges of conspiracy 
began in earnest when one witness 
after another wai calM by the com- 
monwealth to tma wh«t Mflh kaew 
about the case. 

Five mtnutea before the court 
op'ene*!. thp ex-senator and his son. 
Richard, came in. Mr. Quay was smil- 
iBg. and ma featorea tK>re a hopeful 
eapreaalon as he respoodad to the 
greetings of friends. 

Thomas W. Barlow, the receiver of 
the bank, who identified the boolit and 
papers found in the bank upon aeaum- 
Idk his duties, wa.s cross-fxamlned by 
Mr. ahapley of counsel for Mr. Quay. 

Mr. Sbapley's questions apparently 
indicated his purpose to prove the 
whole fabric of the ohargea against 
Mr. Quay were the reaalt of a eon- 
iplracy. 

After bringing out the fact that Mr. 
Barlow was assistant to former Dis- 
trict Attorney Graham during the 
time he acted as receiver, and was 
busy, with other duties, the witness 
was told to tell all the circumstances 
ot his removal of certain letters, pa- 
pera and booka fswn the. private deak 
of Cashier Hopkins. 

Amobg these book^ is the on^ known 
as the "red boolt," which the prosecu- 
tion alleges shows that Hopkins com- 
puted interest on etate funds which 
he depoBit«d to Mr. Quay's credit The 
papers alao included the Quay letters 
among them the <<piwn tiae" docu- 
ment 

Mr. Barioiir, . lii reply, aaid: "On 
March 29 a person in Harrisburg, 
whom I did not then and do not now 
know, spoke to me in this city over 
tihe long distance telephone. He said 
*I want to say to you an attempt will 
bo made at night to take certain docu- 
ments out of Hopkins' desk, so they 
had better be taken by you," As a re- 
sult of this I went to the bank accom- 
panied by a policeman, broke <^ra the 
desk and took them out." 

The witness said he notified Judge 
Gordon, then one of the common pleas 
Judges, of his intention, the latter be- 
ing private and confidential adviser 
to James McMones, president of the 
bank. FOr about three hours that 
night he left the documents in the 
poeseeslon of Judge Gordon in a trust 
company's office. Afterwards ttiBse pa 
pers were virtually in Judge Gordon's 
cuetody until early In September. 

Barlow ekplained that Mr. McManea 
had agreed to pay the debts of the 
bank, and as Judge Gordon was hiB 
friend, he considered it perfectly 
proper that tho Judge should know 
Of the octttaata Ot iho booka -Mid pa-

Mr. Barlow denied knowledge of the 
<|>hotographing of the Quay letters for 
'the use of his political opponents. He 
said he did not know they bad been 
taken to a hotel by Judge Gordon and 
i showed to David Mai:tiD. or tiiat Judge 
Gordon and JtAn Waoamaker Jiad 
<Mn» then to Haw Tartu aad riiown 
them to Democratic National Commits 
teeman James Quffey, in an effort to 
make Judge Gordon the Democratic 
eandidate for governor of Pennsyl- 
▼gnla last year. Mr. Barlow denied 
'imowlng that before he received the 
anonymous telepiione message from 
Sarrlsburg Judge Gordon had opened 
lAa private deak and examined the 
books and pm^ers. He thought State 
Banking Commissioner Oilkeaoa knew 
of the existence of the documents, and 
bad seen them prior to their coming 
into his (Barlow's) possession. He 
stated that early In September laat ha 
ahowed them to Attorney General Me^ 
COrmlck in Harrisburg. 

Mr. Shapley asked witness if the 
attorney general had not told him 
tliere was nothing In them on which 
t» base a civil aetlon. The question 
was objected to by the district attor- 
ney, and the objection was sustained. 

Witness denied that any money or 
the security of the bapk bad been in 
tha poaaaiaion ot JudfB Ooidon. Ha 



also denied ppsltively that Jadga Oorr 
don was prsaent when he broke open 
the cashier's desk. 

Mr. Shap'cy put a long line of ques- 
tions to the witness, the obvious de- 
sign being to susialn the contention 
of the defanae that the memorandum 
books takM from a pifrate desk were 
not hank property, and themforo not 
admissabic as evidence. This ended 
the cross-examination. 

The "red book" was banded to Mr. 
Barlowt aad he declared emphatleally 
that It Is now In the same condition as 
when It came into his poesession. 

Judge Gordon, who next testltlrd. 
Identified the papers and books that 
bad been placed in bis possession by 
the receiver of the bank, and said thev 
were undoubtedly In the same con- 
dition now aa when he received them. 

Croao'azamlned by Mr. Shields, 
Judge Ckirdon said he did not gain Wa 
knowledge of the papers in his capa- 
city as counsel for Mr. McManes, but 
aa his Intimate personal friend. 

"Who was the first person to whom 
you showed the papera?" 

"The man who advised me of their 
existence, David Martin." 

"Who next? " 

"John Wanamaker." 

Witness said the books wefa mmnr 
in Mr. Wanamaker's custody. 

Mr. Gordon denied that he had 
placed the papers In the bands of Dis- 
trict Attorney Graham at any time. He 
denied also that he ever took the let- 
ters to New York and exhibited them 
to National Committeeman Guffy and 
Mr. Wanamaker there. Mr. Guffy had 
seen only three of the 36 letters and 
telegrams of the Quays and Haywood. 

At this Juncture the district attor- 
ney offered the first of the famous let- 
ters In evidence. 

The defense opposed the admission 
of the letters, telegrams and books, on 
the ground that they are not proper 
toatimoay. 

Mr. Rothermel asserted that he pro- 
posed to follow the letters with proof 
from books of the bank. Part of the' 
new matter waa the atatement thi^ the 
bank'a hooka show that from May 1, 
1886, to Oct 21, 1897, M. S. Quay bor-

George B. Roberta, director ot tha 
mint, ttjra that ha waa formerly an 
advocate of an internatioaal agree- 
ment, but that In view of tho great 
change in the situation, due to in- 
creased gold production, ba did not ba- 
lieve that s.uQh an aitaameot waa now 
possible, because tftiere was no longer 
necessity for it, and it would be ll^ 
po8»ibi« to interest people in it. 

"The increase In gold production." 
he said, "Is aInuMt Inconceivablei I 
have made a calculation, baaad on tho 
most reliable data obtainable, which 
showH that by the year 1900 the annual 
production of gold alone in tho world 
will equal the production of gold and 
sllv«r combined in 18N. This maaaa 
that by the time of the next presiden- 
tial campaign gold alone will supply 
the volume of money that Mr. Bryan 
and his followers in the last campaign 
contended was necessary. This leavw 
the advocates of free coinage very llt> 
tie ground upon which to stand."

The Season in Kentorky Has Kepn I'nfavor- 
able 8« Far, But There's Plenty 
TlBs Yet. 



Mr. U. B. Uersey, Director for the 
Kentucky Section of the Government's 
Climate and Crop Service, has resumed 
the publication of the weekly (;rop bulle- 
tins. In hia first, this week, he says: * 

"The season so far has been very un- 
favorable for farm work, as well as for the 
advancement of crops and all vegetation. 
Frequent rains have retarded all farm 
work and cold, unseasonable weather has 
kept back vegetation in general. Farm 
work is now nearly a month behind 
and there Is scarcely a leaf visible on 
even the earliest of trees. The early 
sown winter wheat has advanced slowly, 
bnt Is In good condition generally ; but 
late sown will be a failure in most locali- 
ties. The peach crop is probably entire- 
ly ruined. Some other varieties of fruit 
are injured in some localities, bat not 
generally so. 

"Wbil^ the outlook at present is rather 
discouraging, it must not be inferred that 
it is even probable that the seasoA will 
be disappointing as a whole. What is 
neeiled now is warm, moderately dry 
weather, and these conditions may be 
reasonably expected. With favorable 
weather from now on, good crops can be 
raised, as the season in Kentucky Is of 
such length that then is anplt tine for 
it yet."

That Nttmlier of Eggs Maysville 
Prt)dnee Company Will 
Handle This Year.

Few people realise the extent of tbe 
e(;g and poultrv business now being done 
by th4 Maysville Produce Compaay, nor 
have they any Idea of the amoant of 
trade this establishment if inatrOBaotal 
in bringinK to tbe city. 

Mendoil waa made some days ago by 
the BuLLRiN of the shipment of 50,000 
dozen eggs by tbe company in one week, 
and fully as many more wera abippad 
the following week. 

In a talk with Mr. J. Y. Dean, who haa 
had charge of the establishineut since it 
waa started here a few years ago, be 
aUted that at a low eattmate bla oompany 
would handle S00,000 dozen egp this 
year, whicti at 10 cents a dozen means a 
bnaiiMBa of $80,000, distriboted amoaig 
tbe peopla oi the ooantiy back of Maya- 
villa. 

The company will also handle fully 
$20,000 worth of poultry this year. 

The oompany now handlea praotleally 
all the eg(?8 in the territory south of the 
river within a radius of thirty miles of 
Mayarille. Oonntry people, aince tbey 
have found a ready market, are giving 
more attention to tbe em and poultry 
bnsineaa, and it is developing wonderfully. 
Statistics show that it is a very profitable 
business for the farmer. Within a few 
yoara Mr. Dean confidently expects his 
oompany to be handling a quarter of a 
million doUara worth of eggs and poultry 
annually. 

And the oompaay'a boaineaa is attract- 
ing a great deal of trade to Mayarlllethat 

would likely go to other points. An in- 
stance illustrating this : Monday after- 
noon the BciLiTiif aoribe waa standing 
at the company's place of bosineaa, on 
Sutton street, opposite Parker's stable, 
<th«ntwoBpring wagons drove up. They 
were from Ringo's Mills, Fleming Coanty, 
thirty-one miles south of Maysville. The 
^wo wagons brought 2,500 dozen eggs,— 
$250 worth. Later in tha afternoon, tbe 
gentlemen in charge of the wagona were 
seen at M. C. Russell k Son's wholesale 
grocery, where they left orders for a ship- 
ment of gooda to be taken baek to Blaga'a 
Mills. 

This is only one instance. Wagons are 
eonatantly ooming loaded with eggs and 
poultry and the money paid out for tbeae 
articles is largely spent h^re for other 
goods to he taken back to the country. 
It's a tcade that the merobanta ahonld 
onltivate. '

National Banks May Ask Cities anil Coun- 
ties ta Refaad Tliea Ihair Taxes. 



Lexington, Ky., April !».— The decis- 
ion of the Supreme Court, holding that 
national bank franchises are nonassessa- 
ble for municipal taxes, but that stock- 
holders may ba aaaasaed on their stock, 
has opened an afanoe for further compli- 
cations. 

In July last David L. Hardesty, Back 
Tax Asaeaaor for tha Oity of Laitngton, 

acting on a douhtful construction of the 
law, assessed tbe franchises of the banks 
of Lexington at $88,700. In Aagaat the 
banks, under a compromise of 06} per 
cent , paid over to the City of Lexington 
$51t,800. Of this amount Hardesty, as 
Assessor, claimed one-third, but tbe City 
Council finally forced him to a settle* 
ment of his claim for $'.',0(iO. 

Other cities of the tirat, seioad and 
third elaaaaa followad Hardaaty'a laad, 
and the result was that throimhout the 
State banks paid over $1 ,000,000 as tax 
on their franchises. 

Now the banks of Lexin(?ton are con- 
templating suit for the recovery of the 
$59,800 paid to tbe city, and it is not im- 
possible that the banks in Louisville, 
Covington, Newport and other cities will 
take sinfiilar action. ^ 

Assessor Hardesty, under tba holding 
of the Supreme Court, will begin an aa* 

seasment of the titock in the hands of the 
stockholders, and it is likely that Asses- 
aora in other dtiaa will Mlew hla laad, aa 
tbay did on the franchise aasesamant.
